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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants contend that as per amended 
claim 1, Hashizume fails to teach or suggest "an output control means that is connected serially to said plurality of flip-flops, and which 
outputs data that is supplied during said test mode while prohibiting the outputting of data that is supplied during said normal operation 
mode from said semiconductor integrated circuit." Independent claims 9, 12, 14. and 20 also include similar subject matter to claim 1 not 
found in Hashizume. 

The examiner disagrees and would like to point out that Hashizume teaches that the boundary scan test circuit further includes a 
multiplexer (MUX) 45 selecting either one of output data from the user-defined register group 44, the bypass register 43 and a cell Cb. a 
multiplexer 46 selecting one of themultiplexer 45 and the instruction register 41 in accordance with the output signal of TAP controller 46, 
and a dnver/buffer 47 buffering an output signal of the multiplexer 46 for outputting to a test data output terminal TDO. Test data output ' 
terminal TDO is employed as a terminal for outputting a data signal DO or set in a high impedance state in a normal operation mode 
(figure 14, col. 15, lines 11-20, Hashizume).
